The first job held in California 
by T B. Talbert, mayor of Hunt¬ 
ington Beach, was cooking for two 
men and 13 hunting dogs on the 
Bixby ranch. He was paid $15 a 
month. A few years later, at 
the age of 21, he was the first 
postmaster in the new town of 
Talbert. He borrowed $200 to buy 
a store, did a gross business of 
$56,000 to $40,000 a year, and in 
four and one-half years sold the 
business for $10,000. 

Things moved fast in those 
days. In fact they have moved 
fast throughout the life of Mayor 
Talbert, who served for 18 years 
on the board of supervisors, was 
the leading spirit in promoting 
the Coast highway and in secur¬ 
ing passage of the bill which

DAMAGE MOUNTING 


GENEVA, Oct. 19. i/P> — The. 
League of Nations general com¬ 
mittee of 52 nations tonight voted 
to drop the guillotine of a drastic 
"buy nothing from Italy" boycott 
on ihc Italo-Ethiopian war. 

The delegates fixed Oct. 31 as 
the date when the league members 
will decide just when to let fall 
this knife, the first of its kind in 
history. 

In other words. Premier Musso¬ 
lini has just 11 days left to think 
things over. If he has not 
capitulated in that time to the 
league's demand for peace, the 
league will: 

1. Amputate 70 |>er cent of 
Italy's exports—the percentage 
normally sold to countries i\hlch 
nre memliers of the league; 

2. F/Xteml mutual assistance 
to league members which are hit 
by the repercussions resulting 
from this blockade of trade; 

S. Refuse to let Italy receive 
any "key products" used for the 
manufacture of war materials 
from league meml>ers. 

Devised by Fulen 
The boycott, devised to a large 
extent by Anthony Eden, the Brit¬ 
ish minister for league of Na¬ 
tions affairs, is expected by its 
advocates to deal a crushing blow 
to Italy's incomes and seriously 
cripple that nation's capacity for 
continuing the war. 

Tonight's work winds up the 
first big rush of sanctions deci¬ 
sions by the league 

It climaxes the "halt the war” 
drive which began with the sol¬ 
emn condemnation of Italy as an 
aggressor and continued with re¬ 
lentless pressure through an arms 
embargo, a finance blockade, and 
this formal approval of the buy¬ 
nothing and key-product ban. 

More Sanctions 

Additional sanctions may yet be 
voted against Italy, but it is not 
expected they will be seriously

The old mooring mast, wherp 
navy directors once tied up, 
was scorched by the blaze. 

Another fire, sweeping up Sole- 
dad canyon, destroyed the Santa 
Fe railway station at Sorrento, 
and was reported to have burned 
over most of a hog ranch, claim¬ 
ing 400 head of hogs. 

In the mountains north and east 
of here, 600 men were fighting 
several blazes, some of which 
state foresters indicated were of 
incendiary origin.

LONDON, Oct. 19 Great Brit¬ 
ain intends to maintain her bat¬ 
tle fleet in the Mediterranean, au¬ 
thoritative sources said today, 
despite an easing of the Italo- 
British tension and a definite un¬ 
derstanding with France. 

The British government was 
represented as feeling that Pre¬ 
mier Laval of France has defi¬ 
nitely removed any misunder¬ 
standing which previously ex¬ 
isted between Greaat Britain and 
France. 

These authorities said, however, 
that since no progess yet had 
been made toward the settlement 
of the main issue the Italo-Ethi- 
opiian war the Mediterranean 
fleet would have to remain at its 
present bases although it was 
possible that few ships might, 
later be removed from Gibraltar 
as a conciliatory gesture. 

It was stated in informed quar¬ 
ters that the diplomatic conver¬ 
sations now in progress in Rome 
and in Paris were all designed 
to clear up side issues and that 
there had been no progress to¬ 
ward peace between Italy and 
Ethiopia. 

So far as the British govern¬ 
ment is aware, it was stated, there 
still remains a great gap be¬ 
tween Premier Mussolini’s de¬ 
mands in Ethiopia and terms

Mr. Cruickshank's own story 
follows: 

"We left camp Sunday morn¬ 
ing planning to hunt deer in the 
Digger creek section just south- 
w r est of Lassen Volcanic park. I 
rode a horse and carried the 
lunches for the party. The plan 
was for me to station myself at 
a point near where the deer would 
have to pass should they head 
back to the park, which is closed 
to hunters. 

"I tied the horse and Fred 
Forgy and I followed the park 
border for a while before separat¬ 
ing. After I had remained in my 
station for a long time I got tired 
of waiting and returned to the 
horse about 1:30 p, m. After a 
short while I decided to hunt 
through a swale below the point 
where I had tied the horse. 

Jumped Two Deer 

"It was not long until I jumped 
two deer and started following 
them. When I left the horse I ; 
had planned to be away not more 
than 30 minutes, but I kept fol¬ 
lowing them until, in some way, 

I got above the boundary and into 
the park. When I decided to 
abandon the hunt I did not re¬ 
alize that I had entered the park 
and continued to push north, 
planning to strike the boundary 
line and locate the horse and 
lunehes. 

"Before long I reached the 
timber line, and then realized that 
I was inside the park and far 
north of my destination That 
country is a series of benches and 
three times I traversed the area 
looking for the "jumping off” 
place near the boundary. Finally 
I reached what I thought was the 
lower beneh and started to walk. 
This was the next to lowest bench, 
and at 4 p. m. I realized that I 
would not be able to make camp 
that night and decided to go on 
to the lookout rabin.

The next morning I found 
a can of matches and plenty of 
wood for two or three days. I 
built a fire, made some coffee 
and then sat down to wait for 
the storm to end. 

"My wood supply would not 
last, I knew, unless I rationed it 
out, so I chopped each chunk into 
little blocks, and just kept enough 
fire to warm myself. I was nev¬ 
er worried about myself, but I 
did worry, knowing that my com¬ 
panions would be out searching 
for me. Tuesday night the storm 
ended and early Wednesday morn¬ 
ing I started back to camp after 
cleaning up the cabin. 

"For seven and one-half hours 
I waded through snow, sometimes 
hip deep, covering the more than 
five miles to our cabin on the 
lake. I reached there just 10 
minutes ahead of the rest of the 
party ”

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Pre - fabricated houses — made of 
concrete slabs by a new process — 
will be constructed by Rexford G. 
Tugwell's Resettlement Adminis¬ 
tration in providing homes for 
.1.000 families in four major proj¬ 
ects. 

Construction of the four major 
projects, the first of which has 
been started at Berwyn Heights. 
Md.. 10 miles from Washington, 
was announced last week when 
S31,000.000 was set aside for the 
work. The Berwyn Heights proj¬ 
ect for 1.000 families is expected 
to cost $5,500,000. 

Rapid-Fire Method 

Officials said today that a rapid- 
fire method of pre-fabricating and 
assembling the houses has been 
developed. 

A portable factory has been 
built by the administration to man¬ 
ufacture the special concrete slabs, 
and will be moved from one loca¬ 
tion to another. 

The concrete houses were said 
to cost about a fourth as much 
as the usual good, fireproof, in¬ 
sulated residential construction. 

The new method was described 
as follows: The factory turns out 
in record time, hollow, concrete 
slabs, 6 inches thick, and 12 feet 
by 18 feet in heighth and length. 
The slabs are reinforced with iron 
or steel, and window spaces are 
left where needed. The houses are 
built to "patterns." 

Concrete Roof 

Slabs also are made for the roof. 
The slabs are interlocking. After 
drying, the slabs are put into place 
on regular foundations; steel¬ 
framed windows and doors are in¬ 
stalled and the house is ready for 
occupancy. The concrete roof is 
specially treated to resemble shin¬ 
gles. 

When the foundations have been 
built and the slabs made ready, 
officials said, one house can be 
erected within a few hours Tt. 
was estimated that slabs for 200 
homes can he made in a week 

The houses, it was said, will be 
of various designs to add attrae- 
tiveneas to the communities.

glands by means of the mec hanical 
heart and utilizing the animal’s 
lung. The lung also was kept 
alive for the same length of time 
as the udder, he said. 

The mechanical heart is a re¬ 
volving disc with an iron arm on 
each side. The arms are parallel 
but jut out from the disc at dif¬ 
ferent levels. As the disc revolves, 
propelled by an electric motor, the 
arms press rubber tubes through 
which the blood flows. 

This gives the same pulsating 
effect as the heart in a living 
body, Dr. Petersen said. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 19. (JP) - 
By means of an artificial heart 
the udder of a dead cow has been 
made to give milk, Dr. W. E. 
Petersen, University of Minnesota 
scientist, disclosed today. 

Dr. Petersen devised the artifi¬ 
cial heart to aid him in studying 
the fat content of milk. 

Dr. Petersen said that on one 
occasion he kept an udder "alive” 
for 13 hours and milked it five 
times during that period. This 
was accomplished by prolonging 
circulation of blood through the

The doctor stopped work, looked 
up at the fellow as much as to 
say, Perhaps you had better take 
the knife," but never spoke a 
word; then continued his cutting 
until he had removed the obstruc¬ 
tion, sewed up the wound, placed 
the patient on a bed.

Dinner for Perkins 

\ It was in this same hotel that 
I Jim Layman entertained the Hon¬ 
orable George C. Perkins, when 
he was canvassing the state of 
California in his campaign for gov¬ 
ernor. Layman invited father and 
mother to dine with them. My 
parents took my younger brother, 
Harry, with them. (Harry was 
afterwards elected county survey¬ 
or of Los Angeles county, which 
position he held at the time Or¬ 
ange county was formed. Later 
he was elected city engineer of 
Los Angeles, which position he 
filled at the time of his death ) 
On my parents’ return home, aft¬ 
er the dinner, Harry was very 
much elated to think Mr. Perkins 
spoke to him. Mother, always 
kindly interested in us boys, asked 
Harry what the governor said to 
him. Harry replied, "He stepped 
on my foot and turned to me and 
said ‘excuse me'.’’ 

Another incident in connection 
with the old hotel was during the 
time Dennis Kearney was spon¬ 
soring a new political party in 
California. I think it was called 
the ‘ People's party." Well. Kear¬ 
ney was a very rough, boisterous 
fellow, not lacking in language 
suitable for the type of person he 
was He was stumping the state 
in the interest of his party and 
was very abusive of everybody 
who had made a little progress in 
the business world. He came to 
Santa Ana on one of his tours, and 
W. H. Spurgeon, James McFad- 
den. James Fruit and a few others 
had a platform erected on the 
Main street side of the hotel from 
which he was to speak. (In the; 
early days, most of our public ’ 
speaking was done in the opera 
house as there were no rooms suf-1 
ficiently large to accommodate 
the crowd.) Kearney surely tried] 
himself on this occasion. He called ] 
those who had been instrumental i 
in securing him a place from which I 
to speak all the vile names in the 
category, and he especially men¬ 
tioned Spurgeon and McFadden as 
being "a couple of thieves." He said 
they had robbed the natives of 
their lands and sold them to the 
public for twice the real value. I 
remember one expression he made j 
was that "their deeds were signed ! 
by pens dipped in the very ink of 
hell.” 

It tile Whipped Him 

I was present at his afternoon 
address, and Robert McFadden 1 
was so riled he was going up on 
the platform to clean up on him 

It took three men to hold Bob ' 
Kearney repeated his abuse at 
night. McFadden Bros, at the j 
time were operating at Newport t 
Beach, and they had in their em-! 
ploy one Tom Rule. Tom had 1 
hear what Kearney had to say. \ 
he came to town in the evening to j

These experiences all occurred 
prior to 1878. I remember this 
because father died in that year, 
and it was before his death. 

Tom Rule afterwards married 
Helen Coble, a sister of Theodore 
who was associated with Nap Don-1 
ovan. 

Rule was later drowned in at¬ 
tempting to rescue some sailors | 
from a wreck in Newport bay.

at the state line of men stealing 
rides on trains, and favoring legis¬ 
lation forcing the owner of every 
automobile crossing the state line 
to register the occupants of his 
vehicle and assume responsibility 
for them. 

For the purpose of discourag¬ 
ing itinerants from visiting Or¬ 
ange county, the group recom¬ 
mended “passage of a county ord¬ 
inance, and similar ordinances in 
the cities of the county, which 
will sentence to hard labor on 
rock piles any "panhandler" or 
any able-bodied person applying 
for relief before he has attained 
legal residence in the state, pro¬ 
viding investigation proves that he 
is a "floater!" 

I'rge Bond Vote Plan 

Another major objective to be 
included in the organization's pro¬ 
gram will be revision of bond elec¬ 
tion laws, making it mandatory 
that all bond proposals be voted 
on by taxpayers and n o n- 
taxpayers, each group us¬ 
ing a separate ballot, no issue to 
be carried unless approved by 
both groups 

The board also approved circu¬ 
lation of petitions urging the state 
legislature not to increase state 
expenditures and levy no addition¬ 
al taxes, hidden or othenvi.se.

Amendments Attacked 

He said an attempt to solve thil 
problem by trading or exchange 
prorates under the one-area plan 
“does not result in equity under 
the agreement.” Greater respon¬ 
sibility, Mr. Myers said, should be 
given the advisory committee. 

Proposed amendments were 
attacked by Dean Warner, attor¬ 
ney for the independent group, as 
generally unnecessary, and he 
maintained that the original pro¬ 
posed order would result in equity 
to all growers. He added that it 
must be "honestly enforced and 
administered to all growers.”

I have been very much interest¬ 
ed in reading articles published in 
a Santa Ana paper signed Old- 
Timer. 

Nap Donovan, publisher of the 
first paper, was a personal friend 
of mine. He had associated with 
him one of the Cobbler boys, Theo, 
I think. There were four of the 
Cobbler boys, also two girls, one 
of whom. Mrs. Clarence Meacham, 
still lives on North Broadway. The 
Cobblers came to Santa Ana in 
1874. 

D. M Dorman, mentioned in one 
of Old-Timer's articles, was one of 
the very early settlers, probably 
1870. I knew him quite well The 
property on which Mr. Dorman 
built the first hotel comprised Lots 
1-4 and 5, Block 14 of the original 
town of Santa Ana, for which he 
paid $150. This property had a 
frontage of 150 feet on the west 
side of Main street and 125 feet 
on the north side of Fourth street. 

Huge Tract Sold 

In June, 1873, after building the 
hotel, Dorman sold the property to 
James Weaver for $2,000 During 
the same year, 1873, my father 
thought of buying this property 
and the owner placed a price of 
$1,750 on it. However, father did 
not buy. 

In 1874, Noah Palmer, Capt 
West. Mr. Cole, H. H. Roper and 
a man by the name of Conner, I 
think, came to Santa Ana and 
purchased the Sepulveda tract, 
some 2,000 acres or more, lying 
along the south side of First, street 
and west of Main street. Mr 
Palmer bought the old Santa Ana 
hotel for a consideration of $1,700, 
the deed being recorded on May 
27, 1874 (I am indebted to my 
good friend. Harvey Gardner for 
these dates ) A short time later, 
Mr. Palmer sold to James Lay-1 
man, and he reopened it as a ho¬ 
tel. 

In 1888 the furniture was soldi 
at auction as the building was to | 
be moved down on Fruit street to 
make room for the First Nation¬ 
al Bank building My wife and I 
purchased a walnut bedroom suite j 
at that time which we still have 
in our home. Shortly after Lay- j 
man bought, he built a frame 
structure on the west of the hotel 
proper, with a space of about 10 
or 12 feet between for a driveway. 
This frame building was divided 
into small sleeping rooms, and it 
was probably in one of these 
rooms in which the first surgical 
operation was performed.

A survey of lime plantings was 
undertaken by the Calavo Growers 
of California, a cooperative which 
markets most of the limes grown 
in this area, and showed the fol¬ 
lowing results, it was announced 
today. 

"There is a total of 28,200 lime 
trees planted in Los Angeles, Or¬ 
ange, San Diego, Imperial, River¬ 
side. San Bernardino. Ventura and 
Santa Barbara counties. The most 


i recent activity in planting has been 
found in San Diego and Orange 
counties. 

“As 83 per cent of the total * 
trees are only three years of age 
or less at the present time, a far 
larger production may be expected 
within the next few years. Only 8 
per cent of the trees are over five j 
years of age The peak planting 
was 1933, when approximately 
7000 trees were added. 

"The seedless lime has taken a 
large lead in the total number of 
limes planted, 71 per cent being j 
of this variety, while 29 per cent 
I are of the Mexican type."

INJUSTICES' TO 
VETS STUDIED 


California disabled American vet¬ 
erans are creating departments in 
Los Angeles ami San Francisco to 
study injustices to veterans, and 
al! evidences of inequalities will be 
submitted to congress for correc¬ 
tion, said State Commander C. 
Bert Allen in his official visit to 
the Jack Fisher chapter of the 
D. A. V. at the K. C. hail, Santa 
Ana. this week. 

"Why is it the public today be¬ 
lieves that all benefits have been 
restored to the veteran ? Why are 
presumptive cases only receiving 
75 per cent of their award; and 
why are only 1707 out of more 
than 3,700 widows eligible receiv¬ 
ing pensions granted under an act 
of congress passed one and one- 
half years ago?” asked Mr. Allen. 

The plan of the California D. A 
V., he said, is to create hoards 
consisting of loading veterans and 
at least one lay member in every 
city in the state, to study cases 
where injustices are being inflict¬ 
ed. Cases will be segregated into 
classes of disabilities, and the find¬ 
ings of those boards will be pre¬ 
sented to congreps for correction. 

V. L. Brown, commander of the 
Jack Fisher chapter, presided over 
the meeting, attended by approxi¬ 
mately 250.

Says Buyers Should Check

Buyers of gasoline yesterday were 
, warned by C. E. Tucker, chief 
! of the state division of weights 
and measures, to make sure that 
visible pump reservoirs are filled 
before the attendant starts pump- 
| ing the fuel. 

Here for the annual convention 
' of the sealers, Tucker said that 
"if purchasers of bulk commod¬ 
ities, such as meat and potatoes, 
j likewise would take time to check 
weights with dealers there would 
j he less discrepancies in retail 
sales." 

C. M. Fuller, Los Angeles coun- 
I ty sealer, said fraudulent practices 
in weights and measures run less 
than 13 per cent here, and that 
, the total for the entire state has 
! been reduced to 20 per cent by 
| efficient checking methods. 


The cooperation of northern re¬ 
tailers has done away with the 
practice of advertising one-half 
cent sales, said E. K. Strobridge, 
Alameda county sealer. He said 
customers erroneously believe they 
are being favored at sales where 
1 prices have been reduced to one- 
half cent denominations, and that 
they usually lose the half cent, 
as the dealer invariably uses the 
; next highest numeral when com- 
\ puting amounts. 

Oscar T. Melton, San Joaquin 
county sealer, said persons selling 
gold and other precious metals 
direct to house-to-house can¬ 
vassers, lose raor y in the trans¬ 
actions. He said it has been im¬ 
possible for the state department 
to rheck the weighing apparatus 
used by many independent and 
1 untrustworthy buyers.

Hendrik William Van Loon, au- I 
thor of "The Story of Mankind," ; 
recently made the following very j 
pertinent statement: "Today, in ‘ 
the midst of the greatest revolu- j 
tion the world has ever seen, there 
is only one unpardonable sin—IN¬ 
DIFFERENCE. And there is an-1 
other sin, almost as unpardonable , 
as the first, and that is IGNO- j 
RANCE.” 

That statement gives us cause j 
to stop and think. It gives us . 
cause to think of our governmen- • 
tal affairs. How many of the peo- , 
pie of this vast country are really 
interested in the way the affairs 
of government are run, aside from 
problems that affect their own pri- j 
vate interests. And how many 
have studied the affairs of govern¬ 
ment so that they can discuss 
them intelligently? 

In the final analysis there is; 
really only one place where that j 
question can be answered with any 1 
degree of accuracy, and that place j 
is the ballot box. If that be true, 
then we can safely say, from re- I 
cent demonstrations, that from 60 
to 75 per cent of the people of l 
Santa Ana fall under one or the [ 
other of the two classes as stated 
by Van Loon. Either way they 
are indifferent to the welfare of 
this community or else they have 
not studied the problems presented 
and have stayed away from the j 
polls rather than express an igno¬ 
rant viewpoint. 

Forms of Government 

There are several different j 
forms of government in the world 
today. The monarchy, the dicta- I 
torship, the republic, the democ- ] 
racy and others, A study of these 
different forms reveals the fact 
that with the exception of the re- j 
public and the democracy, the peo- J 
pie have little or nothing to say 
about how affairs of state shall be 
run. They are governed by a su- \ 
preme power that tells them what i 
to do and how to do it. 

A true democracy is a govern¬ 
ment controlled directly by the 
people. They meet together as a : 
body and formulate the laws un¬ 
der which they shall be governed. 
They decide all questions, as a 
body, that affect the public wel¬ 
fare. Of course, with a country 1 
so vast as the United States, such 
a procedure is out of the question. 

Therefore, it was seen fit by our | 
forefathers to give us a republic) 
or representative government. By | 
this latter form, the people go to j 
the polls on certain days and spe- [ 
cify by their vote who will be their | 
representative in each branch of j 
the government. The one chosen | 
is responsible to no one but those [ 
who elected him, the people. He! 
is sent into the government to 
make and administer laws that j 
will be advantageous to the people. 
In other words, he does the work ■ 
for those who have elected him to 
office in their stead. 

No Older Government 

While the United States, as com¬ 
pared to other nations, is a young¬ 
ster, still there is probably no gov¬ 
ernment that is older, that has 
stood the test as our government 
has stood it. Through all the 
trials and tribulations that have 
come to our country and to the 
world during the past 148 years, 
our plan of government has stood 
as a solid rock, as bulwark of 
strength, and has come through as 
one form that could meet and find 
the solution to the problems 
presented. 

There has never been a country 
in the history of the world where 
people in all walks and stations of 
life have had the advantages that 
have accrued to the American peo¬ 
ple. Never a century with the 
number of automobiles per capita, 
the number of the working crafts 
living in their own homes, the 
number enjoying the finer things 
of life in all respects. We some¬ 
times think we have a "hard row 
to hoe,” but all we need do is 
look around us to see what is hap¬ 
pening in other places and realize 
we are pretty well off after all. 

Why Is It Tnit T 

And why is this true? Because 
the very foundation on which the 
country was built was the precept 
that the people are supreme to the 
government. The very preamble 
to the constitution states that this 
governmen shall be a government 
"of the people, for the people, and 
by the people” and not "of the 
ruler, for the ruler, and by the 
ruler.” 

Yes, we have a government that 
has stood the test of time. One 
capable of meeting any and all 
problems that might come up in 
the future. But it cannot stand if 
the people continue their tendency 
towards indifference. 

We must realize that WE are 
the government and what we say j 
goes. Our public servants, those 
we elect to represent us, must be 
made to realize they are repre¬ 
senting 100 per cent of the people 
and not a selected few, and if their 
actions do not meet with the ap¬ 
proval of a majority of that 100 
per cent they will find their repre¬ 
sentative capacity ended. In other 
words we must get back to the 
place of a majority rule, instead of 
a rule by a majority of the minor¬ 
ity of the population. 

There have been, and are. in¬ 
sidious movements in our national 
life to overthrow our government ■ 
and substitute another form that j 
would redound to the glory and j 
benefit of other powers. We say 
it can never happen in this en-, 
lightened country. I agree that it 
cannot if the majority of our peo¬ 
ple become aroused. 

But if we sit back snugly and i 
do nothing, the minority is liable 
to show that it can happen. We. 
had an indication of that fact at 
a recent state election, when one 
who had publicly defended those 
promoting sedition against the 
government, ran for office and 
polled more than 200,000 votes in 
California. In Russia, with a popu- j 
lation of 160 million, it took only i 


about 50,000 to overthrow the gov¬ 
ernment and place those under 
bondage and the dictatorship of 
one man. 

75 Per Cent Indifferent 

Within the last month, we have 
had in Santa Ana and Orange 
county, two bond elections It is 
not necessary or is it within my 
province to say whether or not 
those bonds should have carried. 
The appalling anil the dangerous 
fact is that for the first election 
75 per rent of the people of Santa 
Ana were indifferent as to the out¬ 
come, and in the second election 
66 per cent said they did not care! 
No wonder we hear of dissatisfac¬ 
tion with government, but we have 
no one to blame but ourselves. If 
the time comes when we lose the 
right to have a say-so in govern¬ 
ment, it will be because we have 
left the running of that govern¬ 
ment, the settling of the problems 
of state, to the minority rather 
than the majority as intended 
when our noble constitution was 
written. 

This nation is approaching an¬ 
other presidential campaign. Con¬ 
gress and senators will be elected, 
too. Issues of vital importance to 
the future are to be decided. It is 
not too early now for all of us to 
be studying those issues, studying 
prospective candidates, preparing 
to take our part in the govern¬ 
ment of our nation. 

Yes, we have a wonderful coun¬ 
try. a wonderful constitution and 
the best form of government ever 
known. We have more advantages 
than any people on the face of the 
globe. Let us not, through our in¬ 
difference, "sell our birthright for 
a mess of pottage.” 


How Counties 
In State Qot 
Their Names 


The utory of how California roan- 
tie* derived their name* i* an inter¬ 
esting part of the history of the 
Golden State. Believing that the 
thousand* of tourist* who annually 
motor over the state’s great highway 
;ystem would like to know how the 
counties they visit came by their 
names, Director of Public Works 
Karl Lee Kelly has had prepared 
from state records a scries of brief 
stories of the origin nnd meaning t 
the name* of the counties of (all 
fornia, including a few salient facts 
about cacti county. 

LOS ANGELES COUNTY 

Created Feb. 18, 1850. This is 
one of the original 27 counties of 
California. The words "Los An¬ 
geles” in Spanish literally mean 
"the angels" and are a contraction 
of the original name "Pueblo del 
Rio de Nuestra Senora La Reina 
de Los Angeles de Porcluncula” 
(the town of the river of Our 
Lady, Queen of the Angels). It 
will therefore be observed that 
Los Angeles really was named for 
the Virgin Mary, commonly called 
“Our Lady of the Angels” by the 
Spanish. On Sept. 7, 1781, Gover¬ 
nor Felipe de Neve issued orders 
from the San Gabriel mission for 
the establishment of a pueblo on 
El Rio Nuestra Senora de Los 
Angeles and under the protection 
of Nuestra Senora La Reina de 
Los Angeles (Our Lady, Queen of 
the Angels), the mission by this 
name having been dedicated three 
days before, having practically the 
same title. This pueblo in time 
became known as the Ciudad de 
Los Angeles, "the City of the 
Angels," and it is from this that 
the county derived its patronymic.

The coun¬ 
ty, due to itq vast oil and natural 
gas production, ranks first in min¬ 
eral production. Nearly every 
commercial product known to Cal¬ 
ifornia is produced on its 12.653 
farms. Citrus fruits head the list 
of these products. 

The county’s motion picture in¬ 
dustry stands as a gigantic struc¬ 
ture spoken of only in terms of 
millions of dollars. The greatest 
electric interurban system in the 
world is here with over 1200 miles 
of tracks serving 54 incorporated 
cities in four counties and trans¬ 
porting annually 125 , 000,000 pas¬ 
sengers. Population: 2,208,492. 
Area: 4115 square miles. 

FIRST ENGLISH BIBLE

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 19. CPI — 
Emperor Haile Selassie, discussing 
Gen. Emilio de Bono’s proclama¬ 
tion annexing Aduwa in the name 
of Italy, told me today his proud, 
unconquered warriors never would 
tolerate permanent occupation of 
that historic city by the Fascists, 

“Although Aduwa has no special 
military value either to Ethiopia 
or Italy, it possesses great senti¬ 
mental interest for us, for it was 
here that we won our liberty from 
Italy and we shall do it again," the 
emperor said. 

"In fulfillment of our own spe¬ 
cial strategic plan, we allowed the 
Italians to occupy the town with¬ 
out real resistance on our part. 

“If I were an Italian, I should 
blush at the boast of capturing an 
unarmed, undefended town, but I 
know the Italian people are emo¬ 
tional and sentimental and love the 
theatrical. 

"But do not let the world be¬ 
lieve that this sacred shrine of our 
liberty will remain in Italy’s hands. 

"There can be no peace while a 
single Italian soldier stands on the 
soil of Aduwa or Aksum. We 
will not tolerate a burglar in our 
house.” 

Entering the emperor’s ultra 
modern palace, overlooking the 
roof of the African world, I was 
struck to find sitting on an 
Oriental, cushioned, crimson- 
draped throne a diminutive, unpre¬ 
tentious man who graciously arose 
and extended a small, almost fem¬ 
inine hand in a cordial greeting. 

“I am always glad to meet 
Americans,” he said as he beck¬ 
oned for me to be seated. 

His jet-black curly hair and 
beard, cut in Biblical fashion, 
made a frame for one of the most 
sensitive, perfectly chiseled faces 
I ever saw. 


He appeared as gentle as St. 
Francis and as fearless as St. 
George. 

I asked his majesty to summar¬ 
ize his aspirations for his people. 

"Our highest duty at present,” 
he replied, "is to defend the sov¬ 
ereignty and territorial integrity 
of our country, which for thou¬ 
sands of years enjoyed complete 
independence. 

“We want to manage our own 
affairs, to observe our obligations 
toward our neighbors of all na¬ 
tions, and to be free from the 
menace of Italy which, while pro¬ 
fessing to civilize us, is using air¬ 
planes, tanks, machine guns, and 
bombs against our defenseless vil¬ 
lages and our innocent non-com¬ 
batants, including even women 
and children.” 

When I suggested that a for¬ 
eign mandate or a protectorate 
under the League of Nations 
might save further bloodshed, 
Haile Selassie exclaimed challeng- 
ingly: "Only over the dead bodies 
of a million Ethiopian heroes.” 

I asked: "To avoid exploitation 
by foreigners, do you plan to de¬ 
velop the country's reputed wealth 
in gold, platinum, oil, and other 
valuable resources?” 

"We lack the necessary capita! 
to develop the natural wealth of 
the country ourselves," he said, 
"and therefore we welcome for¬ 
eign capital. But if we grant eco¬ 
nomic concessions, we must be as¬ 
sured that the foreign companies 
will confine themselves strictly to 
the development of the concession 
and not engage in political activi¬ 
ties. 

"I regret the United States gov¬ 
ernment saw fit to force the 
American oil men to abandon this 
concession I granted last summer) 
which may never again be offered 
to American interests.” 

Haile Selassie is in no sense a 
politician, but I am convinced 
that, as a diplomat, he could com¬ 
pete with the cleverest statesmen 
of Europe and America."

THREE factors are behind this de- 
1 cline. One is the astute game 
played by Roosevelt politicos of 
letting the Bad Boy strut the 
stage, brandishing all the weapons 
he could lay hands on, until the 
audience got tired and went home.
